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Foremost in everyone's mind for 1982 is the Grand Opening of Epcot Center in October. 


FUTURE WORLD 


Spaceship Earth 

About one-fourth of the geosphere's exterior surface is now covered 
with crystalline panels, and set installation is in progress in the 
20th-century scene. Most of the show's sets are storedin the top ofthe 
building and will be installed from the top down as the showrooms 
become available. The ride track is complete except for the load/ 
unload areas where turntable installation is in progress. 


Universe of Energy 

Rockwork for the Diorama continues and the scenic backdrops are 
completed. This week, installation of the volcano and special effects 
begins. Dinosaurs and other animated figures are in place, and on 
top ofthe pavilion, solar panels are being positioned. Exterior mirror 
glasswork is near completion. The concrete slabs below the air- 
bearing turntables have both been poured with turntable installa- 
tion beginning in a few weeks. Door “A”, 72’ tall, will operate this 
week, the first of four doors in the show area. 


World of Motion 


Show and animated figure installation is complete in the following 
scenes: foot power, animal power, invention of the wheel, wheel 
factory, application of the wheel, sailing ships, DaVinci studio, 
introduction of steam power, Mississippi riverboat, western wagon, 
railroad, bicycles, the beginning of the Big City, and the picnic 
scene. 


The Land 


The initial flume test with two boats was successfully completed and 
show installation begins this month. Plants have been growing in 








the greenhouse for several months. Part of the pavilion is painted 
and ready for skylight installation. The foundation for the interior 
fountain is complete in the food fair area awaiting the exterior 
fountain which is being fabricated in California. 


Imagination 

Steelwork is proceeding at a rapid pace. The roof, cement founda- 
tions, and track for the rotating theatre are near completion. The 
concrete walls and columns for the three-dimensional Magic Eye 
Theatre are complete and installation of steel in that area has 
begun. 


Communicore 


Part ofthe Epcot Central area and the cable vault room are complete 
and ready for the electronic equipment installation. Construction of 
the tunnel is progressing from the Universe of Energy to the Future 
Choice Theatre past Spaceship Earth. 


Horizons 
Groundbreaking ceremonies occurred earlier this week. The facility 
design package is 100% complete; the show plans are in progress. 


Monorail System 


All beams are complete and final post tensioning is in progress. 
Construction of the monorail beam is on target for June completion. 


Main Entrance Complex 


The service building, kennel, monorail station, ticket booth and 
turnstile canopy steel is complete and exterior wall work is under- 
way.

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Canada 


Interior walls for the restaurant are in work and exterior architectural or- 
namentation for the Chateau Laurier is progressing. Rockwork is progressing 
in the canyon, pre-show, post-show, and mountain areas. 


United Kingdom 


The west exterior wall of the Royal Douton China Shop is finished, and work 
continues on the exterior facades of the pavilion. 


France 

The pavilion's steelwork is complete with the exception of the Eiffel Tower. 
Chimneys and door decorations are being installed and exterior walls are 
taking shape. Architectural ornamentation for the perfume shop and art and 
book store is 85% complete. 


Japan 

The pagoda roof is being pieced together and steelwork is essentially com- 
plete. The foundation and the basement for the kitchen and life-support system 
for the koi ponds are complete. Manufacturing of architectural ornamentation 
is 95% complete with installation beginning next week. 


American Adventure 
Masonry work in the main theatre is complete and continuing in the pavilion’s 
entrance area. Some of the handmade bricks for the exterior have arrived. 


Construction of the restaurant has begun, and all basements and foundations 
are in place. Show action equipment installation begins next week. 


Italy 


The top of the pavilion’s tower — the campaniel — is in place and the exterior 
lathe work is progressing. Construction of the Venetian Island is well under- 
way. Architectural ornamentation is ready for installation next week. 


Germany 


The Beer Garden is taking shape as the steel structure is erected. Foundations 
for the entire pavilion have been poured. Exterior walls for the glass, porcelain 
cookie and wine shops and the toy store are in progress. 


China 


The foundation is laid and steel erection is scheduled to begin this month. 
Manufacturing of architectural ornamentation has begun. Designs are essen- 
tially complete with Phase I on schedule for October 1. Filming continues, in 
China, and is scheduled for completion in May. 


Odyssey Restaurant 
The main slab in the seating area of the restaurant is complete and the steel 
structure is taking shape. 


Mexico 
Foundations are complete, structural steel is in work. 
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Jeff Bridges, who received Academy Award nomi- 
nations for supporting roles in "The Last Picture 
Show” and “Thunderbolt and Lightfoot,” heads the 
cast of Walt Disney Productions’ “TRON,” playing a 
video game wizard caught up in the fierce electronic 
world. The film also stars Bruce Boxleitner, Barnard 
Hughes, Cindy Morgan, and David Warner, and is 
scheduled for release this summer.
